DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The amended 
claim 1 and the remarks filed on 4/1/2008 are persuasive that the cited prior arts of 
record do not disclose or suggest a process for enhancing the filling capacity of tobacco 
material wherein during the process the filling density of the material is greater than 0.2 
kg/dm^ and the pressure time defined between the start of pressure buildup and 
decompression is being at least 300 sec.
